Convicted teen dog abuser sentenced

The horrific last moments of Daisy Duke’s life were recalled 
in chilling detail in Didsbury provincial youth court Thursday, 
shocking observers during the sentencing of one of two men 
charged in the high-profile animal abuse case. 

The accused, a Didsbury resident who was 17 at the time of 
the offence and therefore cannot be named, pleaded guilty on 
April 18 to a charge of causing unnecessary suffering to an ani¬ 
mal. 

Judge Peter Barley handed the accused two years probation, 
ordered him to complete 240 hours community service, placet! 
him under house arrest for three months, and ordered him to 
stay away from animals. 

In passing sentence, Judge Barley said he believed that the 
accused did not intend to torture the dog when he dragged it 
behind the vehicle He t alk'd the dragging “callous anti stupid." 

The judge said while the case lias garnered significant media 
attention, Ills decision on sentencing was solely on the need to 
rehabilitate the accuser! as outlined under the Youth Criminal 
Justice Act. 

“I cannot Ik* swayed by public sentiment,” said Barley. "The 
suffering of Daisy is unimaginable. He (the accused) could 
have recognized her spirit The results of the offence w en* hor¬ 
rible.” 

The accused, dresser! in blue jeans anti a collared shirt, did 
not speak during the proceedings except to say he understrxxl 
the sentence. 

“Do you understand these terms?” the judge asked. 

“Yes I do,” the accused answered in quiet voice. 


Daisy Duke, a Lab-collie cross and family pet, was found 
severely injured on a Didsbury street on Oct 7, 2006. The ani¬ 
mal was put down at the scene. 

Reading from an agreed statement of facts, Crown prosecu¬ 
tor Richelle FYeiheit told Judge Barley that the accused ran 
over the 40 pound dog after visiting the dog’s owner’s home 
late on the night in question. 

Finding the dog under his vehicle “conscious, whimpering 
and cowering” the accused got a 10-foot tow rope from the res¬ 
idence garage and tier! it around the animal’s neck. 

Tlie accused then dragged the animal into the garage where 
he decided to kill it by asphyxiation. 

“He decided to kill the dog because he didn’t want to lose lus 
driver’s licence,” said FYeiheit. 

She said the accused then duct taper! the animal’s legs and 
mouth, before placing a plastic garbage bag over its head. 

The accused then struck the animal on the head with a shov¬ 
el, before dragging it a short distance down the back alley by 
the tow rope. 

The accused then attached the tow rope to the bumper of Iris 
car and dragged the animal a few blocks before ninning over 
it a second time. 

He then fled the scene, leaving the rlog to lx> found by a 
passerby who called a veterinarian. 

The veterinarian recorded numerous injuries on the still liv¬ 
ing dog including a fractured skull, ixJvis, vertebrae, lumbar 
spine, a prolajisrxl right eye, profuse bleeding and choking on 
blrxxl in the mouth. 

Police follower! a blrxx! trail hack to the residence where 
they found the accused with the dog’s blrxxl on lus shot's. 

FYeiheit said the animal was “repeatedly anil systematically 


attacked" by the accused. 

“He was worried about getting in trouble with his friend's 
mother (the dog's owner) and with losing his licence,” she 
said. “What he did was anything but humane. Tills animal suf¬ 
fered as no living animal should ever have to. 

“He committed an act that is beyond the comprehension of 
most people in the country." 

Defence lawyer Brian F’orestell called the killing an isolated 
incident by an individual with no criminal hlstoiy. He called it 
a failed euthanasia attempt 

“The steps he took were wrong. He should have contacted a 
vet,” said Forestell. 

The accused thought the dog was dead when hr* dragged it 
down the alley, he said. 

Forestell said the fact the accused made an early guilty plea, 
has no previous record, has written a letter of ajxilogy to the 
dog’s owner, had a positive pre-sentence report, and dix-sn’t 
abuse drugs or alcohol are all mitigating factors in the case. 

F’ollowing sentencing, the judge, in a extraordinary move, 
allowed the accused, his parents and lawyer to leave the court¬ 
room while other |xx>ple in the gallery, including media were 
told to remain sealed until they had left. 

Alxnit half a dozen animal activists front Calgary and 
Edmonton attended the court appearance. 

F’ollow ing court, prosecutor FYeiheit said the 1 Crown’s office 
lias received more Ilian 1(X) emails and letters from people 
concerned alxnit the case.

Didsbury woman seeks written memories 
for Yonas’ mom

As a man was to appear in a Calgary 
courtroom yesterday on charges relat¬ 
ing to a former Didsbury teen’s death, a 
local woman is also trying to help bring 
closure to his family. 

Joshua Jeremy Gwyn, 

21, was charged in recent 
weeks with arson and 
offering an indignity to 
huntan remains. 

Calgary fire crews found 
the body of 19-year-old 
Yonas Amahazion in a 
garbage dumpster behind 
the Elks Golf and Country 
Club in N.E. Calgary in the 
early morning hours of Jan. 4 while 
responding to a 911 call that the dump¬ 
ster was on fire. 

His body was so badly burned that 
police relied on dental records to identi¬ 
fy him. 

Police say they believe he was mur¬ 
dered before being placed in the dump¬ 
ster. 

In making the announcement of an 
arrest, police said they have yet to 
charge anyone with killing the former 


Didsbury resident. 

Amahazion came to live in a Didsbury 
foster home in 2004. While here, he 
attended high school, emersed himself 
in rodeo, socialized with friends, 
amazed all with his ability as a magician 
and assumed the everyday life of a rural 
teenager. He moved back 
to Calgary last year to 
reconnect with family. 

For those who knew 
Amahazion while he was 
in foster care in Didsbury, 
news of his death has 
been devastating. 

His former foster par¬ 
ent, Gord Fulton, who 
cared for Yonas for a year 
and a half, called his 
death “a slap in the face." 

“When they brought the casket in I 
just lost it because it was such a waste,” 
said Fulton. 

“He was too young and full of life to 
have something like that happen to 
him." 

Local resident Jacki Easy agrees and 
wants to try to help ease his mother’s 
pain. 

She too, has lost a son and says she 
understands some of what Amahazion’s

1 was hoping that 
people that knew Yonas 
would be willing to take a 
little time to write down 
their memories of this 
remarkable young man,” 
says Easy. 

Easy wants to compile 
these memories into a 
booklet to give to his 
mother, Mehret Negusse. 

Negusse came to 
Canada after fleeing 
wartorn Sudan 18 years 
ago. She raised her five 
children as a single moth¬ 
er. 

Amahazion had reached 
out in his troubled times 
to the Mustard Seed Street Ministry - a 
non-profit Christian humanitarian 
organization that provides services for 


the homeless and needy. 

In memory of her son, Mehret Negusse 
bought lunch for all the guests of 
Mustard Seed on March 
27. Even though she lives 
on a small income herself, 
she wanted to do some¬ 
thing in remembrance of 
her son. 

“She came down to The 
Seed with her family and 
friends from church to 
help prepare and serve 
the meal. The group was 
very emotional over the 
course of the morning but 
Mehret said she just 
couldn’t stand to be at 
home,” according to a 
posting on the Mustard 
Seed website. 

Negusse plans to sponsor a meal once 
a year in memory of her son, Yonas 
Amahazion.

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Teenager pleads guilty after 
leading police on chase

A 13-year-old Calgary boy pleaded 
guilty Monday in Didsbury Provincial 
Court to one count of flight front a peace 
officer and possession of stolen property 
after leading police on a chase that 
reached speeds of 180 kin/li. 

The boy, who cannot be named under 
the terms of the Youth Criminal Justice 
Act, was denied bail after his parents 
refused to take him into their custody. He 
was remanded in custody until he can be 
released into the care of a responsible 
adult. 

In the meantime, court officials were to 
contact Alberta Children’s Services. 

A pre-sentence report was ordered on 
the boy at Monday’s hearing. Officials will 
be speaking to that on his next court 


appearance, scheduled for June 4. 

The boy ended up in court after stealing 
a white 1995 Plymouth Neon from a 
Calgary residence on May 9. Didsbury 
RCMP attempted to stop the suspect as 
he drove northbound on the QE 11. The 
police had received numerous complaints 
regarding the vehicle driving erratically 
while northbound from Airdrie. 

After failing to stop for police at 11:30 
p.nt., a pursuit ensued as the suspect 
vehicle turned east at the Olds overpass. 
The pursuit ended only after a spike belt 
was deployed by members of the Three 
Hills detachment on Highway 27 near 
Range Road 240. The boy was apprehend¬ 
ed without incident. 

The Crown stayed charges of danger¬ 
ous operation of a motor vehicle, driving 
without a licence and breach of a recogni¬ 
zance against the boy.

Lack of 
judgement

After waiting seven months to 
hear “the whole story” in the Daisy 
Duke case, the public now knows 
what transpired that October night. 

But ‘why’ it happened still 
remains vague, despite promises 
from one of the accused’s lawyers 
that the whole story would provide some sort of under¬ 
standing. 

Hearing the agreed statement of facts read into court 
May 9 during a sentencing hearing for the young 
offender charged in the case, it seems incomprehensi¬ 
ble that a form of torture did not occur. 

The judge called it stupidity and callousness, but 
stopped short of calling it intentional torture. 

According to the facts, the youth accidentally hit 
Daisy when he was leaving a friend’s house that night. 

OK, that’s understandable. It happens. Heck, it hap¬ 
pens to good people. 

What isn’t understandable is the series of events that 
followed, starting with the youth’s decision to drag 
Daisy into the garage, instead of carrying her, so he 
wouldn’t get blood on his clothes. 

His clothes were more important than the dog. 

The youth was afraid he would get in trouble from 
his friend’s mother for hitting the dog and was particu¬ 
larly concerned he’d lose his licence. 

Again, his interests, however skewed, were more 
important than Daisy’s life. 

So the two friends allegedly conspired to create a 
plan for how to kill Daisy. 

This is where the line becomes blurred. 

The youth’s defense lawyer, Brian Forested, called it 
a poorly thought out euthanasia attempt. 

The crown prosecutor called it a well planned, calcu¬ 
lated attempt to cover the men’s butts. 

Daisy struggled and fought to escape the men so they 
restrained her with duct tape. 

They first tried to asphyxiate the dog, to no avail. 
The youth then hit daisy on the head with a shovel. 

At this point, only the youth knew if he thought the 
dog was dead or if he knew she was still alive. 

But nowhere in the statement of facts, agreed to be 
true by the accused, does it say that either man 
checked to see if Daisy was, in fact, dead. 

With the bag still over her head, they tied the dog to 
the truck and the youth headed out of town to dump 
the body. 

But his efforts were cut short when Daisy went under 
the wheel of the truck again. 

The tow rope broke, so the youth left her there, in 
the middle of the street, and drove off. 

None of this would have happened if the youth had 
taken responsibility, dropped the dog off with a veteri¬ 
narian and apologized for hitting the dog. 

That is what most people would do. 

If he really wanted to avoid taking responsibility, 
could he not have called a vet and said he found the 
dog in the street and she needed medical attention? 

That’s what the couple who found Daisy laying in the 
street did. 

They did what good citizens do. They came upon a 
hurt dog and called for help. 

Did it not occur to these men at all to do the same? 

Let’s hope the next three months of 24-hour house 
arrest will give the young person some time to reflect 
on what he could have done better.

By all accounts Anna Jarvis, a 
West Virginia schoolteacher, was a 
loyal and loving daughter who was 
very close to her mother. 

But when her mother, Anne 
Jarvis, died Anna was grief stricken 
and consumed with guilt for all the 
things she had not done for her 
mother. 

This is a fairly normal reaction 
actually. Guilt seems to be a com¬ 
mon emotion in mother/daughter 
relationships. 

Anna, however was unmarried 
and had no husband and children 
that required her love and attention 
so she did not just learn to live with 
her guilt and get on with life, she 
brooded. 

In 1907, on the second Sunday in 
May, which was the second 
anniversary of her mother's death, 
Anna invited a group of friends to 
her Philadelphia home. She asked 
them to help her launch a nation¬ 
wide celebration to be called 
Mothers Day. Anna's friends 
offered their complete support so 
she began to test the idea on oth¬ 
ers. Everyone she talked to agreed 
that it was a wonderful idea and her 
friend, John Wanamaker, who was 
then America's number one cloth¬ 
ing merchant, offered financial 
backing. 

In the spring of 1908, Anna wrote 


to the superintendent of Andrews 
Methodist Sunday School in 
Grafton, West Virginia,where her 
mother had taught religion classes 
for 20 years. She asked if the 
church would be the location for a 
celebration in her mother's honour 
and a recognition of all mothers 
present that day. 

So on May 10, 1908 the first ever 
Mother’s Day Service was held in 
Grafton West Virginia (first service 
to specifically honour living moth¬ 
ers that is). 

The British had long paid tribute 
to mothers on the fourth Sunday of 
the Lenten Season and called it 
Mothering Sunday and the Ancient 
Greeks had a celebration that hon¬ 
oured the mothers of the gods.) On 
this day in 1908, and at the conclu¬ 
sion of the service, Miss Grafton 
gave each mother and child her 
own mother's favourite flower, a 
carnation. Carnations immediately 
became a Mother's Day tradition. 

The new holiday received nation¬ 
wide support. The House of 
Representatives passed a Mother's 
Day resolution, but the resolution 
stalled in the Senate. 

Some of the Senators believed 
that Mother's Day would open the 
door to Aunt’s Day, Uncle’s Day etc. 
etc. 

Anna Jarvis began what has been 
called one of the most successful 
one-person letter writing cam¬ 


paigns in history. 

She contacted 

Congressmen, Governors, 
Mayors, newspaper edi¬ 
tors, ministers and every¬ 
one of importance who 
would listen. All across 
America unofficial 

Mother's Day observances 
began and in 1914 the 
Senate finally approved the legisla¬ 
tion. On May 8, 1914, President 
Woodrow Wilson signed a procla¬ 
mation making the second Sunday 
in May Mother's Day. 

Almost every country in the 
world now celebrates Mother’s Day 
but not every country on the same 
day. 

North Americans seem to be the 
biggest celebrants and probably 15 
million bouquets of flowers and 200 
million greeting cards mark the 
occasion. A third of us take Mother 
out to dinner on that day and tele¬ 
phone exchanges are often stressed 
to the limit. 

After Anna Jarvis had a love affair 
that ended in disaster, she decided 
that she would never marry and 
have a family. She eventually came 
to view Mother's Day as a painful 
personal mockery and she sued 
several companies that were mak¬ 
ing money from the holiday. 

None of the suits succeeded, she 
lost her savings, lost her family 
home, her blind sister that she had 
always cared for died, and Anna 
became a recluse. In November 
1944 she was forced to ask for pub¬ 
lic assistance and friends took up a 
collection so that she could end her 
days in a private sanitarium. 

In 1948 at the age of 84, the 
woman who had brought Mother’s 
Day to the world died childless and 
alone.

First composting bin pickup is scheduled for May 22 & 23

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS—GREEN BIN COMPOSTING PROGRAM 

1. How do I keep my green bin from smelling? 

There is a smell of composting when the bins ore opened, hut if they are stored with 
the lids closed it shouldn t be noticeable. The bins are vented and are meant for out¬ 
door storage. It is not recommended to store your green bin in your garage or in a 
sunny location. 

2. How do I clean my green bin? 

It is recommended that residents hose out their bins once or twice a year. 

3. When I clean my bin, won't the water be contaminated? 

This hasn t been an issue in any other community's that this program is operating in. 
There has been no evidence of any cross-contamination of material. 

4. Can I put cat and/or dog feces in the bin? 

Yes, as long as it is not in a plastic bag. Animal shavings from cages and sawdust are 
NOT allowed in the compost bins. 

5. Can I put grass clippings, twigs and branches in the bin? 

Grass clippings and twigs no wider than your little finger are allowed in the bins. 
Branches and stumps can be taken to the landfill site.

and the town has hired an 
asphalt c rew to repair the 
larger holes this week. 

And while the- problems 
have been plenty, 
McDonald said the com¬ 
plaints have been few. 

“People are pretty 
understanding,” he said. 
“They’ve been relatively 
patient with us.” 

Richard Tay, a professor 
in Schulich School of 
Engineering says there 
are many factors that con¬ 
tribute to the formation of 
the road hazards. 

“They are caused main¬ 
ly by fatigue (wear and 
tear) which produces 
cracks in the road sur¬ 
face. The greater the num¬ 
ber and size of the vehi¬ 
cles that use the road, the 
greater the fatigue level," 
says Tay. 

Another important fac¬ 
tor is weather , he says. 

As rain seeps into these 
cracks, it loosens the soil 
underneath the road and 
reduces the support for 
the asphalt or road sur¬ 
face. 

“This is worse in 
Canada during the spring 
because water can freeze 
and expand. Thus the 
type of soil underneath 
the road is also an impor¬ 
tant factor,” he says. 

With loose soil below, 
he says the pavement will 
break when a vehicle - 
especially a heavy vehicle 
- goes over it. And then 
you have a pothole. 

Tay says there are sev¬ 
eral approaches that can 
be taken to reduce the 
likelihood of potholes 
from forming including 
better design. 

But, he adds, increasing 
the design specifications 
makes the road more 
expensive to build. 

For existing roads, he 
says other measures 
include controlling the 
load (limit the number 
and size of vehicles) and 
improve road mainte¬ 
nance, the latter of which 
is also a costly measure. 

“So, we have to live 
with potholes and hope 
that the maintenance 
crew can fill them as 
quickly as possible,” says 
Tay. 


Drivers in Didsbury 
have had to deal with 
more potholes this year, 
but the bumps and craters 
are on the way out, 
according to the town’s 
repair crew. 

“We’ve had a pretty 
rough spring here with 
the wet spring we’ve 
had," said Ralph 
McDonald, Didsbury’s 
public works foreman. 

“It’s created an unusual¬ 
ly higher number of prob¬ 
lems for us.” 

McDonald said crews 
have already been out 
repairing potholes on 
Didsbury’s main streets,

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Didsbury barrel racer captures Leduc Rodeo 

Chrisholm’s 13.82-second ride earned her the championship

A Didsbury cowgirl, Stacie Chisholm, blazed the 
cloverleaf pattern in 13.82 seconds to ride away with 
the ladies' barrel racing championship at the Leduc 
Black Gold Rodeo. 

For Chisholm, it was her first event title on the 2007 
Canadian Professional Rodeo Association circuit and 
her efforts earned her $1,910. 

It was an exciting horse race as two riders, Tracy 
Gulick and Allie Schloser split 2/3 with times of 13.84 
seconds, good enough for a cheque worth $1,501 
apiece. 

Although Big Valley, Alta, saddle bronc rider, Jeremy 
Harden has yet to apply for an official trademark, he 
put his stamp of approval on the rodeo in Leduc as he 
marked 79.5 points on Northcott’s Rodeo Trade Mark 
to win the event worth $1,559. 

Maple Creek rider, Ross Kreutzer has placed in 
every rodeo he has entered this season as he pocketed 


$1,234 for a 79 point ride. He split 2/3 with Clair 
Fitzpatrick of Lethbridge. 

Veteran bareback rider, Davey Shields Jr. of, Bashaw 
earned $1,127 for an 84 point ride aboard Northcott 
Rodeo’s, Beverly Hills, to split top honours with Reid 
Rowan of Seven Persons, Alta, and Dusty LaValley of 
Crooked Creek, Alta. Shields’ mount was Northcott 
Rodeo’s Beverly Hills while Rowan was aboard 
Northcott Rodeo’s Brandy. 

Meanwhile, LaValley spurred out his score aboard 
Dirty Shame. 

For the past two years, Caroline bullrider, Chris 
Hansen, has been all business on the rankest pen of 
bulls on the CPRA circuit. 

At Leduc, the veteran rider cashed in for $1,613 as a 
result of an 87 point ride on Northcott Rodeo’s Strictly 
Business. For an 84.5 ride, worth $1,613. Daniel 
Hansen strolled up to the pay window to collect 
$1,345. 

Come Bouvier posted 84 points for winnings of 
$1,083. 


Amongst the tie-down roping competitors, Alwin 
Bouchard of, Scandia Alta, was the fastest roper with 
8.4 seconds worth $1,557 in earnings. Darren Zieffle 
tied his critter in 8.7 seconds to collect $1,354 while 
Mark Neitz’s time of 9.2 seconds made him $1,151 rich¬ 
er. 

Cochrane bulldogger, Straws Milan, made the podi¬ 
um again as he pinned his steer in 3.7 seconds to cap¬ 
ture the steer wrestling event, worth $2,027. A rookie 
sensation a year ago, Ponoka’s Trygve Pugh placed 
second in a time of 4.0 seconds claiming $1,763. 
Innisfail's Greg Hoar stopped the clock at 4.1 seconds 
for a third place finish worth $1,498. 

Olds super looper, Travis Gallais, teamed up with 
Nanton’s Rocky Dallyn to post the fastest time in team 
roping, 4.7 seconds. Both cowboys tucked $2,486 into 
their Wrangler jean’s pockets.

Green bins will start 
rolling out in Didsbury 
next week. 

The bins are being deliv- 
i ered lo-diouselioids now 
in preparation for the 
town’s first compost pick¬ 
up on May 22 and 23. 

“It's being received very 
well. Most people are very 
green-conscious,” said 
Brian Wasko, Didsbury’s 
facilities manager. 

Wasko said nobody will 
be forced to take a green 
bin if they don’t want one, 
and utility bills for resi¬ 
dents will stay the same. 

“There’s going to be no 
extra charge,” he said. 

Didsbury received a 
$53,000-grant to cover 
half the cost of the bins. 

The green bins will be 
used to collect biodegrad¬ 
able household materials 
like pasta, eggshells, tea 
bags, vegetables and fruit 
that would normally take 
up space in the landfill. 

The program could 
divert an estimated 30 to 
40 per cent of waste from 
the landfill, according to 
information distributed 
by the town. 

Each bin contains an 
information package to 
answer any questions 
about composting, and 
any further inquiries can 
be directed to the town

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Council asked for direction on housing

As the political debate rages on this week over what 
the provincial government should do about the hous¬ 
ing c risis, Didsbury town officials find themselves in a 
similar situation. 

Eighty-nine per cent of respondents to a town-initiat¬ 
ed innovative housing survey conducted in recent 
months said they believe rising housing prices are 
becoming an issue of affordability for people entering 
Didsbury’s housing market. 

Administration, upon presenting council with the 
results, has suggested council may want to discuss 
whether this is a priority issue. 

Council tabled making any decisions for an upcom¬ 
ing council meeting. 

Until the issue is brought back in open council, 
Mayor Dorothy Moore said she would decline to com¬ 
ment on the report as did councillor Ernie Ryckman 
who helped spearhead the survey. 

Administration has already been doing some 
research into what other municipalities have done 
across North America to address affordable housing 
concerns. 

“It is administration's contention that basement 


suites or ‘nanny suites' could help solve the problem of 
lack of affordable housing. But these options still don’t 
meet the need of families who just don’t have the 
income to afford housing in today’s booming econo¬ 
my," administration reported to council. 

The report suggests as an example, a couple each 
making $16 an hour and working 35 hours a week

would gross a total family income of $58,240. 

With no more than 30 per cent of that being put 
towards living accommodation (as recommended by 


Canada Mortgage and Housing Corporation), the cou¬ 
ple could afford $17,472 per year on mortgage or rent 
payments, according to administration. 

A monthly mortgage payment of $1,456 including 
taxes ($17,472 divided into 12 equal payments) would 
mean that the couple could afford $150 per month on 
taxes and a mortgage of $204,000. 

“Where can someone find suitable family accommo¬ 
dation for $200,000?” questioned administration in the 
report to council. 

Affordable housing is a “large issue and one that 
plagues Didsbury as much as it does the- larger munic¬ 
ipalities,” administration’s report to council stated. 

The report goes on to say that “it is going to be very 
difficult for the town to continue to attract business 
and industry without some form of affordable hous¬ 
ing.” 

Administration members say they aren’t sure that 
council should be looking at innovative housing mod¬ 
els or styles but rather that they should be looking at 
innovative ideas to acquire affordable housing for 
Didsbury. 

Administration has asked council for direction keep¬ 
ing in mind all the other projects that administration is 
working on as well as time constraints with a munici¬ 
pal election called for October. 


What you said in the survey.... 


Affordable housing is becoming an issue in 
Didsbury, according to a recent survey. 

The town canvassed residents about “inno¬ 
vative housing" at the town hall meeting and 
the Didsbury Trade Fair over the past couple 
of months. 

The survey received 65 replies. 

Those surveyed indicated overwhelmingly 
that affordability is a barrier to those enter¬ 
ing Didsbury’s housing market, such as young 
people and workers. 

Ninety-one per cent of participants said an 
adequate supply of lower-priced accommoda¬ 
tion may attract or retain these two key 


groups. 

Comments stated that young people need 
somewhere to live to encourage them to stay 
in Didsbury. 

One respondent said it’s “virtually impossi¬ 
ble” for young couples to find housing. 

“This is a great community for young fami¬ 
lies but lack of affordable housing is a huge 
deterrent,” said another respondent. 

Some comments warned against providing 
too much affordable housing, or prices that 
are too low, for fear of creating “slum areas” 
in town. 

The survey also asked for publicpinion on 


secondary or granny suites as a way of 
increasing affordable housing. About 80 per 
cent of participants said they’re in favour of 
secondary suites, like basement apartments 
or above-garage units. 

“A definite solution for keeping families 
together with reasonable housing (cost) is 
granny suites," wrote one participant. 

Many comments also expressed concerns 
about a lack of seniors’ housing in Didsbury. 

Town council will be discussing the survey 
results in the near future.

This year the Didsbury Horse Show 
Committee is celebrating the 45th 
Anniversary of the Didsbury Horse 
Show. 

Started in July 1963, the two-day show 
catered to the family horse, the more 
elite breeds of the day and everything in 
between. As many as 100 different class¬ 
es were offered for entry. 

It was a show for all breeds, and so 
was fittingly called the Didsbury & 
District Light Horse All Breed Show. 

Past exhibitors still reminisce about 
the huge numbers of horses that were 
entered, and the unique type of classes 
that were included in the show. 

Just to name a few: the family ride, 
pairs, novelty, fancy dress harness pony, 
sidesaddle for ladies, all manner of fine 
harness for hackney and Welsh or 
Shetland, gaited classes for saddlebreds, 
and classes specific to the breeds of 
Appaloosa, paints, Arabian, quarter 
horse and thoroughbreds. 

The first show took place in the 
Didshury arena, located in the centre of 
town. Temporary stabling was set up in 
the curling rink building, beside the 
arena. 

By the end of the 1960s, two barns 
were built to accommodate the increas¬ 
ing number of the entries. Some years 
the numbers were as high as 350 horses, 
making stabling very difficult. 

Besides the available barns and curling 
rink stalls, horses were stabled at the 
local auction mart, and farms close to 
town. 

The show thrived for many years with 
high attendance from across Western 
Canada, and became one of the largest 
shows in Alberta. 

Audience attendance was never a con¬ 
cern, and one of the highlights of the 
show was the live organ music played 


during the afternoon and evening per¬ 
formances. 

One of the local ladies of the communi¬ 
ty always gave of her time to come and 
play the organ, which seemed to calm 
horses and riders alike, and helped to 
keep in rhythm with each other. Live 
organ music is still played today by Mrs. 
Jean McCulloch of Didsbury. 

Over the last two decades, horse 
shows have evolved to more breed spe¬ 
cific and specialized events. For exam¬ 
ple, paint, Arabian, saddlebred, quarter 
horse shows, along with reining, cutting, 
and penning. 

There are numerous opportunities that 
compete for competitor time and compe¬ 
tition dollars. Though our numbers have 
declined and volunteers have become 
scarce, the spirit of showing in Didsbury 
has not. 

In 2004, it was decided to combine the 
Didsbury Light Horse Association and 
Show with the Didsbury Agricultural 
Society. The shows are now being held at 
the Didsbury Exhibition Grounds just 
north of town. The committee keeps 
working on adding new classes which 
have been suggested by attending 
exhibitors to make the show an enjoy¬ 
able one for both exhibitor and specta¬ 
tor. 

To commemorate the 45th 
Anniversary, the Horse Show Committee 
will be having a Wine & Cheese celebra¬ 
tion on Friday evening July 13 at the 
Didsbury Exhibition grounds starting at 
7:30pm. Also planned is a demonstration 
by the Meadow Creek Vaulting Club of 
Olds and a video presentation of pictures 
from the past.

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Joining the RCMP a calling: Newton 

Local officer leaves power engineer job to pursue his dream

For some, becoming an 
RCMP officer is more 
than just a job - it's a call¬ 
ing. 

Senior Cst. Rob Newton 
of the Didsbury RCMP is 
one such officer. He left a 
career as a power engi¬ 
neer to pursue his dream 
of joining the RCMP. 

“It’s worth it when you 
honestly help someone 
out or you do something 
that makes a difference in 
someone’s life. It’s awe¬ 
some,” he said. 

“I have to say, honestly, 
1 make half of what I used 
to, but I do enjoy my 
career. 1 don’t think any¬ 
one who gets into polic¬ 
ing, doesn’t matter which 
force it is, definitely does¬ 


n’t do it for the money." 

Growing up, Newton 
said he always had a lot of 
respect for the RCMP. 

“The earliest memory 
that I can possibly have, I 
wanted to be a police offi¬ 
cer,” he said. 

“Right from day one, I 
always wanted to wear 
the yellow stripe. I guess 
I’m one of these lucky few 
people who’s living out 
my dream.” 

But Newton’s dream 
was put on hold when he 
graduated from high 
school and discovered 
there was an RCMP hiring 
freeze. He just didn’t fit 
the profile of the type of 
officer the force was 
recruiting at the time, so 
he pursued another career 
path until the RCMP 
would accept him. 

Even then, Newton said 


it was no easy task to 
make it into the force. 
Training is intense, espe¬ 
cially during the six 
months new recruits 


spend in Regina 
“They put as much 
stress as they possibly 
can on you in that six 
months, because obvious¬ 
ly you’re going to be in the 
public, serving the public 
and carrying a firearm,” 


he said. 

“Six months in Regina 
means that’s day and 
night. You sleep there, you 
eat there. ... You iron your 


bed so you can bounce a 
quarter on it for morning 
inspection." 

And once training is 
over, the day-to-day life of 
an RCMP officer can be 
challenging. Newton said 
there are always internal 


issues, and officers are 
usually overworked. 

“There is no way we can 
get the amount of work 
done we receive. The 
amount of voluntary over¬ 
time is amazing,” he said. 
“Every guy and gal at this 
office puts in at least, 
every shift, one to two 
hours of voluntary over¬ 
time, minimum." 

Stories like Newton’s 
are not uncommon in the 
force. He said many peo¬ 
ple make the career 
change into policing. 
While he was undergoing 
training, he met a former 
taxi driver and even a 
doctor who had changed 
careers to become RCMP 
officers. 

Newton has now been a 
member of the force for 
seven years, and he said 
the change has been well 


worth it. 

“I’ve been in a shooting 
incident, I’ve been in high- 
risk pursuits. Any day can 
bring anything and I think 
that’s one of the best parts 
about the job, is you don’t 
know what your day’s 
going to bring.” 

And while the action 
and fast-paced police 
work can be exciting, 
Newton said it’s the little 
things that bring the most 
satisfaction. 

“Helping people who 
legitimately need help, 
who are legitimately 
being victimized ... it 
makes a real difference,” 
he said. “And that can be 
the simplest thing as you 
see someone on the side 
of the road broken down 
and you stop to help 
them.

Bom October 29, 1918, northwest of Sunny- 
slope. Alberta in her parents' home on the hill. 
Irene raised her own family a half mile west of 
the butte and within a mile of where she was 
bom. Mom lived all but 11 years of her life in that 
location. Mom passed peacefully to the amis of 
Her Loving Heavenly Father, April 17, 2007 at 
the age of 88. Irene was the youngest of five bom 
to H.B. (Harry) and Mary Ann Campbell, along 
with 2 sisters, Grace Scheltens and Cassie 
Vinnell, 2 brothers, Henry and George, all of 
whom predeceased her. Irene tomboyed with her 
brothers, collecting gopher tails as well as magpie 
and crow eggs. Irene rode horseback to school at 
Stuart where she also did the janitor work. With 
the help of correspondence. Grade 11 was com¬ 
pleted there. Things were always practical and 
well thought out. For the most part Irene either 
bought or sewed all her own clothes. At age 16, 
Irene took over household and nursing duties for 
her Dad and invalid Mother.

Nothing was impossible, Mom 
always found a way to meet the need. Irene was a 
charter member of the Allingham Ladies Club, of 
which she was the first and last secretary. They 
turned the Crown School into a community cen¬ 
ter where they held their meetings and socials. In 
spite of all the hard work, there was time for play¬ 
ing cards, square dancing, and making fun with 
the neighbors, some of which would drop by for 
a haircut and pull a prank or two especially 
around Halloween. Irene loved music, dance and 
humor and could certainly pull a few pranks of 
her own. Irene was always capable and rose to the 
challenge with hard work and a sunny disposi¬ 
tion. Those who dropped in always left feeling 
full as she always insisted on sharing something 
to eat and drink whether one was already full or 
not. Grandchildren knew there was always milk, 
cereal, cookies, and candy even if they just 
popped in for a minute. Morris and Irene moved 
to Olds in 2000 along with the piano she loved to 
play by ear. They celebrated 60 years of marriage 
in 2001. In 2003, Mom took up residence in 
Didsbury long-term care. Irene is survived by 
Morris, her loving husband and best friend of 65 
years, one daughter, Eleanor (Allen) Saunders of 
Innisfail, sons, Mel and Don(Lana) all on the 
home farm. Grandchildren Donna(Doug)

Jennifer, Amberly & Brandon Charlton .Great- 
Grand children Dustin and Sara Gamble, Damion 
Charlton, and Colton Trafiak. Also two sisters-in- 
law Phyllis Campbell, Barb Charlton and one 
brother-in-law Murton Charlton, numerous 
nieces and nephews. The family extends their 
gratitude and thanks to the nurses and recreation 
therapy staff of Unit 3,4, and. longterm care, for 
their loving care of Irene for the last four years 
and especially to Barb McLean who always got a 
smile from Mom.
